No News From China But Corres- 
pondents Indulge in Many 
Conjectures. 



British Government Determined 
to Have Sufficient Troops 
on the Spot. 



General Gaselee States That 
Allies Marched Through the 
Forbidden C.ty. 



London, Sept. 0. — (4 a.m.) — Sir Alfred 
Gnseloe's despatch, which shows that the 
situation in Pekln was unchanged on 
August -!), in the only Chinese news this 
morning. The cancellation of the order 
holding back the 4th Indian brigade is 
regarded as important. It shows that 
whatever the outcome of the Russian pol- 
icy, the British government is determin- 
ed to have eulllcient troops on the spot 
adequate to protect British interests. 

Considerable (significance is attached to 
tlie statement by the Journal de St. Pe- 
tersburg as possibly indicating a modifica- 
tion of Russian policy. This paper is 
the organ of the Russian foreign otllce, 
its editor being :i councillor of state. It 
is noted while the Journal de St. Peters- 
burg announces Russia's determination 
to maintain the solidarity of the powers, 
it only mentions the withdrawal of the 
ministers and not of the troops to Tien 
Tsiu. it is believed that the powers 
might agree to such a modification of the 
original Russian proposal. 

'the Vienna correspondent ot the 
Times, discussing the situation, declares 
that Jtipuii has a strong disposition to 
act in harmony with the United States 
in the Chinese question. 

A Shanghai despatch announces that 
German troops will land there to-day 
(Thursday). Curiously enough, they will 
be located in the bumicks adjoining the 
residence of Li I Jung Chang. 

United States Consul Goodnow, ac- 
cording to the Daily News, says there 
never was any necessity for landing 
troops at Shanghai. 

According to a Hongkong despatch, 
dated yesterday. Canton is more disturb- 
ed. Native shojis dealing in foreign 
goods have been looted and sinister ru- 
mors prevail. The German cruiser 
Sohwalbe has gone to Amoy. 

London, Sept. 0.— The British admiralty 
has issued Vice-Admiral Seymour's de- 
tailed report of the experiences of the 
lirs: Pekin relief expedition. It is good 
reading, hut embraces nothing not pre- 
viously known. 

Gen. Sir Alfred Gaselee, commander of 
the British troops at the Chinese capital, 
wires as follows from Pekin, August U!>, 
to Lord George Hamilton, secretary of 
state for India: 

"The allies marched through the For- 
bidden City yesterday, August 2S; the 
British had third place in the procession, 
the Russians and Japanese being in great- 
er strength." 

Shanghai, Sept. 4.— About 1,000 more 
British Indian trooiis and 1,000 camp 
followers have landed at this port. 

Washington, Sept. 5.— Within the last 
twenty-four hours the United States 
government has received from its repre- 
sentatives at the foreign capitals much 
material information in regard to the at- 
titude of the powers ou the Russian pro- 
posal to evacuate Pekin. 

It is stated authoritatively that if there 
was at any time a prospect of a serious 
international clash, this has been very 
largely, if not entirely, removed by the 
harmonious character of the communica- 
tions the several governments are mak- 
ing. The exact nature of the response is 
not made public by the state department, 
for there are yet some replies to bo trans- 
mitted, and until all of them are in, the 
negotiations are considered in such an in- 
complete form that they will not be made 
public. It is said, however, that the 
answers go much beyond the tentative 
character of those heretofore referred to 
and are of a conclusive nature, so far as 
showing the purposes of the governments, 
although they may not he regarded as 
conclusive as to the particular proposi- 
tion advanced by Russia. On the whole, 
the general tendency of the responses is 
such as to give entire satisfaction here as 
to the course of the negotiations. The 
satisfactory progress of negotiations 
along these lines has had the effect of 
directing attention to the personality of 
the envoys who probably will represent 
the powers in China in the final settle- 
ment. The impression prevails here that 
Mr. Conger is eminently fitted for such 
a task on the part of the United State*:. 
Mr. Roekhill's name is mentioned as an 
alternative in case Mr. Conger does not 
care to remain in Pekin to participate in 
the settlement. 

If the present state of affairs is pro- 
tracted until the arrival there of Field 
Marshal Count von Waldersee, which 
should occur in about ten days or a fort- 
night, it is not to be doubted that the 
government of Germany will endeavor to 
have all the negotiations with the Chi- 
nese government conducted through that 
officer as a representative not of G 
many alone, but of all the powers. 

The German foreign office appears to 
be active in furthering the negotiations 
and quite a number of messages have 
passed between Washington and Berlin, 
Those persons mostly to have a correct 
understanding of Germany's attitude 
look for the suggestion of a compromise 
or middle course, which will be be neltlv 
er an acceptance nor a rejection of the 
Russian proposal, but will he such a sat 
it-factory middle ground that all the 
powers, including Russia, can agree to 
it. In another diplomatic quarter the 
strong belief is expressed that the requi- 
site compromise will be found by China's 
re-cfitahlishment of a government and 
naming peace commissioners. Official in- 
timations have been received nt Wash' 
ington that steps are now being taken to- 
wards the appointment of such n peace 
commission* including Li Hung Chang, 
the viceroys of Nankin and Wu Chang 
and Princa Ching, though reports also 
have named Yung Ka and Hsi Tung in 
place, of the Lwo pacific viceroys; But, 
while there ie doubt as to the personnel 



of the commission, it is quite generally 
accepted among officials that some such 
a move on the part of China hue matured 
and will take form in Washington very 
soon. In that event, it is helieved by 
diplomats that the entire status of ne- 
gotiations between the powers might be 
chunged and that Russia no longer would 
feel impelled to insist upon the withdraw- 
al of her minister and troops from Fokin, 
us all these matters would be the subject 
for the commission itself to deal with. 
It is pointed out also that in the six days 
since the Russian-American notes were 
given to the world, the sentiment has 
been growing steadily in favor of . con- 
tinuing the presence of the troops at 
Pekin. 

In view of the declarations made in the 
United States reply to Russia, .some ques- 
tion has arisen as to the course open to 
this country hi its compromise or change 
in the present diplomatic status.

Mr. Bostock Declines to Accept 
the Nomination of Con- 
vention. 



Resolutions Passed Favoring 
What the Government Has 
Declined to Give. 



Rcvelstoke, Sept. . r >. — The Liberal con- 
vention opened at Rcvelstoke at 10 a.m. 
this morning. Every portion of Yale, 
Cariboo and Kootenay was represented. 
Senator Teinpleman, J. C. McLugau, 
Smith Curtis and George R. Maxwell 
were among the visitors. 

Mr. Bostock was nominated by Mr. 
Curtis, hut replied by wire from Van- 
couver: "1 appreciate most deeply the 
most generous and unanimous expres- 
sion ot the convention. I regret exceed- 
ingly that 1 must decline to meet their 
views. I cannot prevail over circum- 
stances, which make it impossible for 
me to accept." 

A Jong list of resolutions were passed 
as follows: Thanking Bostock for past 
services; wanting a British Columbia 
census every ti years to readjust con- 
stituencies and per capita tax; cabinet 
representation; division of the constitu- 
ency into three; all public charters to 
have a clause allowing the government 
to purchase; approval of the enforcement 
of a fair wage clause and establishment 
of a bureau of labor statistics and board 

f arbitration; doubling per capita tax 
on Chinese and an act on the lines of the 
Natal Act; establishment of a bureau of 
mines; endorsement of the Laurier gove- 
rnment; congratulations on preferential 
trade; Imperial i>enny postage and con- 
tribution of men and money in defence 
ot the Empire in South Africa; also ac- 
tion regarding homestead fees in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and the following: 

"We recognize with approval the action 
of the government in the provision made 
for the free return into Canada of lend 
of Canadian origin, smelted in Canada, 
but refined abroad, and in view of the 
large production of lead bullion now go- 
ing on in Canada (a production that a 
few years since did not exist, and in 
view of the great inequality of duties le- 
vied on the product and other material 
used in the manufacture of paints, such 
duty ranging from nothing to thirty-five 
per cent, of value thereof;, the conven- 
tion would recommend that the tariff of 
customs on lead products and such oth- 
er material used in the manufacture of 
paints coming into Canada be revised 
ind put on parity with each other and 
wit'.i duties now levied for revenue pur- 
pose's upon similar classes of goods." 

Amid every evidence of enthusiasm, 
W. A. Galliher. of Nelson, was tender- 
ed the unanimous nomination, which he 
accepted. The convention was address- 
by Senator Templemnn, Messrs. Cur- 
tis, McLngnn and Maxwell. 

A permanent organization was effect- 
ed with headquarters located at Revel- 
stoke. 



HEWITT BOSTOCK 

HAS ASSIGNED 



Real and Personal Estate Hand- 
ed Over For Benefit of 
Creditors.

Vancouver, Sept. 5.— Hewitt Bostock, 
M. P., assigned his real and personal 
estate to-day to C. J. Helliwell, account- 
ant, for the benefit of his creditors. The 
assignment has been duly resigistered. 
The Province Publishing Co. is not in- 
cluded in the Bostock estate, but the B. 
C. Printing <fc Lithographing Co. is in- 
cluded in the assets. 

The assignment caused much surprise 
among those who heard the news on the 
streets to-night. The Colonist corre- 
spondent, on enquiring from the proper 
authorities, was informed that the as- 
signment was due to numerous largo un- 
profitable investments in the province, 
although the estate comprised among its 
assets many valuable investments and 
would pay over 100 cents on the dollar. 

Mr. Bostock, however, realizing that 
necessary large sums were not available 
readily to satisfy Immediate demands, 
thought the safest and best way to sat- 
isfy creditors was to assign and thin in- 
sure full returns for those who \nmi 
claims against him.

Winnipeg, Sept. 5.— The Telegram 
makes charges that the voters' lists for 
Dominion constituencies prepared at Ot- 
tawa have Jieen tampered with, large 
portions of the Manitoba division being 
placed in the wrong Dominion constitu- 
encies by changing the boundaries. Tile 
Liberals sny in reply to this that the, 
deputy returning officers have power to 
adjust the boundary lines of their divi- 
sions, and that the boundaries of the 
constituencies will be precisely the same 
as at the last Dominion elections. 

Conservative gossip lias it to-night that 
Hugh John Macdonald is to retire from 
the Manitoba premiership at once to en- 
ter Dominion politics, and that ho will 
be nominated at the Conservative con- 
vention for Brandon to-morrow to op- 
pose Mr. Sifton. R. P. Boblin, the re- 
port says, is slated to succeed Mr. Mac- 
donald as premier, and William Garland 
will be taken into the cabinet as an ad- 
ditional member. 

At McLeod to-day the Alberta Con- 
servatives adopted a resolution asking 
Mr. Macdonald to re-enter Dominion pol- 
ities, with a view to assuming the lead- 
ership on the retirement of Sir Charles 
Tupper. 

Quebee, Sept. 5. — Premier Mnrehand 
is still improving, and his recovery now 
seems certain. He is resting easier. 

Ottawa, Sept. 5. — A short meeting of 
the council was held to-day, at which 
the appointment of Col. McMillan as 
lieutenant-governor of Manitoba in suc- 
cession to Patterson was made. 

VANCOUVER NEWS. 

Investigation Needed Into Japanese Nat- 
uralization Frauds — The Mayor's 
Salary.

Vancouver, Sept. 5.— The publication, 
of apparent proof that naturalization pa- 
pers were being fraudulently . secured 
by Japanese has caused much interest in 
Vancouver, and the question is being ask- 
ed by many who saw the Colonist arti- 
cle to-day, "How was it that the notaries 
who take the oath from the Japanese ap- 
plicants for naturalization did not ex- 
amine the Japanese passports, as these 
passports bear the date of the departure 
of the holder for Canada from Japan?" 
Mr. Shiinezu, Japanese consul for Cuii- 
ida, said that it would seem that the 
passports should have been asked for 
before the oath was administered, as a. 
precaution. An investigation will be ask- 
ed for. 

The Mayor of Vancouver has divided 
his salary due him as chief magistrate,, 
during the month he was attending the 
legislature in Victoria, among the char- 
itable institutions of Vancouver.

Little Garrison of Ladybrand 
Withstand Successfully At- 
tempt at Capture. 



Twice Burghers Tried to Rush 
the Position But Failed 
Entirely, 



COLOMBIA AND VENEZUELA. 

Boundary Question Between the Two Little 
Countries Settled. 

New York, Sept. 5.— Francis B. Loomls, 
United States minister to Venezuela, who 
has just arrived from Caracas, said yester- 
day: "Just before I sailed I learned that 
the joint commission of Colombians and 
Venezuelans, appointed by the Queen of 
Spain to decide the boundary line between 
Colombia and Venezuela, has completed its 
task and advanced the boundary line to the 
Negro river. This gives to Colombia a 
slice of Venezuela, which reduces the size 
of the latter nearly one-eighth. The land 
In question Is barren country. The decision 
of the commission was It Is said, received 
acceptably by the Venezuelans." 

Mr. Loomls says the talk of war between 
Colombia and Venezuela Is groundless. 



■Maseru, Basutolnud, Sept. 5.— The 
Uoers left Ladybrand last evening. They 
looted tbo .stores and took all the horses, 
including the cavalry mounts. The 
British casualties -were five wounded. 

Capetown, Sept. 5— The siege of Lady- 
brand has been raised after several des- 
perate attempts to capture the town and 
its garrison of 150 British troops. The 
Boers who attacked Ladybrand are es- 
timated to have numbered over 2,000 
men. The British were summoned to 
surrender on September 2, but refused, 
and from that time on were subjec 
continual cannon and ritle fire. Tho 
burghers twice tried to rush the British 
position. Probably the approach of a re- 
lief force saved the little garrison. 

Under date of Belfast, September I, 
Lord Roberts reports: 

"I have to-day issued, under Her Ma- 
jesty's warrant of July 4, a proclamation 
announcing that the Transvaal will 
henceforth form part of Her Majesty 6 
•dominions." 

New York, Sept. 5.— The London cor- 
respondent of the Tribune says: "Lord 
Robert's annexation of tho Transvaal 
is generally regarded at bomo and in 
South Africa as an indication that tho 
war is practically over. The Stock Ex- 
change take. this view. The effect of the 
proclamation will bo to cause Transvaal 
burghers, now in arms, to be treated as 
rebels and forfeit belligerent rights. It 
is hoped that by this means the hopeless- 
ness of resistance will be speedily 
brought home to the Boers. But the 
experience of Orange River Colony is not 
encouraging." 

Ottawa, Sept. 5.— Sir Alfred Mdner 
cables from Capetown announcing the 
serious wounding of Pte. C. C. M. Watts, 
of Virden, Man., (Strathcona's Horse), 
at Sudfoutein, on September 1. 

A BIG DEAL. 

Seven Million Dollars Asked For a Group 
of Mines.

Corundum, as the crystalline oxide of 
aluminium is culled, is one of the most 
interesting of minerals. It received the 
name of corundum about one hundred 
years ngo, but the names of its gem- 
varieties, sapphiro and ruby, had been in I store 

from a much earlier time, and the] 

name corivindum. or corrivendum, had 
been given to it as early ns 1714. In tho 
Burma' corundum every shade of color, 
from white to the highly-prized deep crim- 
son or pigeon's blood, is found, and the 
orundum there is named according to 
olor instead of composition or system of 
rystallization, the red variety is known 
as oriental ruby, the blue as oriental sap- 
phire, the yellow as oriental topaz, tho 
purple as oriental amethyst, and the 
green as oriental emerald. 

The first discovery of corundum 
Ontario w as made by the late Dr. Sterry 
Hunt, fifty-three years ago, in the county 
of Lanark. It does not appear, however, 
that this discovery received further at' 
tention, and it was practically Te-discov- 
ered there three years ago. The largest 
known deposits of corundum in Ontario 
was discovered twenty-five- years ngo 
the township of Raglan, Renfrew county; 
but in this case twenty years elapsed be- 
fore tho mineral was identified. Mr. 
Archibald Blue, of the Ontario bureau 
of mines, says, "According to Robillard's 
story (a farmer upon whose land the cor- 
undum was discovered),he was returning 
with his little daughter from a cranberry 
marsh on the wide flats of North river, 
and, in climbing a hill which rises about 
five hundred feet above the river, he sat 
down upon a large boulder to rest. In 
telling me the story, Robillnrd said: "An- 
nie was kneeling behind me nnd picked 
up a queer-shaped stone, and, showing it 
to me. said it looked like the stopper of a 
cruet-bottle. It was just like that; nnd I 
wondered what fool of a man bad gone to 
work and whittled it out. Then I looked 
at the stone where I was sitting, and, 
bless you, sir, it was paved with cruet- 
stoppers!" ' Afterwards corundum, was 
discovered in Curlow county. 

The first geological reconnaissance of 
the district in which corundum hns been 
found was made in 1853, and forty years 
elapsed before another attempt wns 
made to work out the geology of this 
interesting area. The four corners of 
this area lie in the counties of Dirby,, 
Finlayson, Ilagarty nnd Grimsthorpe, 
respectively, embracing an area of 3,500 
square miles. Recently Professor Mill- 
er, of the Kingston School of Mines, has 
been employed by the Ontario govern- 
ment to make a special report .on tho 
field, and he lias discovered the mineral 
in a number of new places. 

On the Robillnrd hill, corundum may 
be traced for a mile or more along its 
southern face, wherever the syenite is 
exposed. The corundum crystals are fre- 
quently observed to run in strings sev- 
eral inches wide along the surface of the 
rock, nnd of all sizes, from half nn 
inch to two or three inches in diameter, 
usually barrel-shaped, nnd rnnging from 
an inch to four or five inches in length. 
On the western shov.lder of the hill there 
is an outcrop of rwpheline syenite, nnd 
in this Took the crystals nre finely shap- 
ed, but of small size, about a third of nn 
inch in diameter and an inch or an inch 
and a half in length. An export who 
has examined this hill estimates tho cor- 
undum in sight at several millions of 
tons. There is certainly n large quan- 
tity and in some places it nmounts to 
from thirty to forty per cent, of the rock 
mass. Along the * foot of the hill aro 
numerous large boulders of syenite, 
speckled over with crystals, like plums 
in a pudding. 

None of the discoveries hitherto inado 
in Ontario seem to encourage the hope 
that gem varieties of the corundum aro 
to be found, although in some localities 
an oeasional crystal is to be seen with 
qualities not unlike snppbire, being semi- 
translucent and of a bluish color. If, 
however, corundum is ever found in the 
crystalline limestones, as in India and 
Burma, it will occur in different form 
than it does in the .igneous rocks and 
gems may yet be found. 

In view of the extent and apparent 
richness of the corundum fields of On- 
tario, the government hns taken steps 
aimed at developing the deposits and cs 
tablishing a home industry, giving a 
preference in the selection of mineral 
lands to those who intend to separate 
the ore from its gangue, to mill for 
abrasive uses, to mnnufneture abrasive 
goods, nnd to produce aluminium. Mr. 
Blue says:— 'It will certainly add greatly 
to tho vnlue of tho corundum deposits of 
Ontario if they can be used in producing 
aluminium us well as the materials for 
abrasives, if the recent history of that 
metal is a fair index of its future. In 
the ten years ending with 1S97, its pro- 
duction in the United States has risen 
from 10,000 pounds, valued at $3.42 per 
pound, to 4,000,000 pounds,

With Freight. 



Vast Amount of Goods Going 
North— Boscowitz Leaves 
t For Naas. 



The rush of freight to tlit; North con- 
tinues from this city. The Amur and 
Teee carried North close oil 1,200 tuns. 
They had as much as could by uuy 
means he crowded on them, for yesterday 
was the linst day given by the railway 
company for the loading of thrown 
freight here, and the merehaute were 
eager to get all the Bpuce that could be 
allotted to them. They would have tak- 
en much more hud the vessels been able 
to give it. From now on the merchants 
will have to pay local freight rates for 
Dawson arid iukon sliipments; for with 
yesterday's loading on the Amur and 
Tees the through rates stopped. Cargoes 
will therefore, it in reasoned, not be so 
large for tne balance of tne.moutli as 
they have been since the beginning of 
August. 

In August the several vessels from Vic- 
toria ou the Skagway run carried m all 
over -1,000 tons of groceries mid other 
merchandise from the warehouses -of lo- 
caJ dealers to SSkagway in transit -to the 
MorUieril metropolis . The Amur did not 
-et away ou her voyage North until 
about daylight this muruiug, for at an 
L-arly hour this moriimg the stevedores 
were stilt piling the freight into her 
hold. The wharf wus a scene of anima- 
tion all yesterday and for some hours Una 
morning, when tne town slept the winch- 
es still worKed. They were hauling on 
to the C ,T. N. liner the uiosi valuable 
curia, the vessel has yet carried -North. 
It was valued at uuuui $2U0,0UU, and in- 
cluded large liquor consignments, which 
were valued at ^2,000. Tlus included 
casks of whiskey from l'ither & leaser 
lor Col. Williams, owner .of the steamer 
Clifford Biftou and trader, of 1-2,000 gal- 
lons and 2,000 gallons for S. Simpson, to 
say nothing of the many barrels of beer 
and eases of fancy liquors. As usual, 
the greater part of the cargo consisted ot 
irroceries. an assortment which was 
stocked many stores with all the many 
and varied lines which grocers carrj. 
There were, too, shipments of hay, a 
number of cases of eigurs, consignments 
of teed-stulls, sacks of potatoes anu 
many other kinds of general merchandise. 

The Tees, too, earned a big eurgo-ur, 
at ieast she will have one when she 
leaves Vancouver this afternoon, bhe 
took on board here a ijuautity of lumber 
from the Sayward mills, and consider- 
able general freight, mostly groceries. 
Both steamers call jit Vancouver to-day, 
the Tees to lill up her cargo, and the 



Only outside brands 
are procurable for loading this year, and 
they are held at an advance of fully two 
shillings per ton. Every vessel arrivin 
in Australia must wait at least sixty 
days to secure her cargo, and for two or 
threi? of the leading brands, fully four 
months.

"Ooal is King." The present status of 
the fuel market in England is becoming 
moro than serious; it is alarming, as it 
i.s weakening the backbone of the King- 
dom. When coal must he imported into 
Great Britain, the blow to manufactur- 
ing is a most serious one.

During this 
time several important positions have 
been taken, and the centre of the great 
mining industry has been for most of the 
time under our government, which is 
speedily restoring settled conditions. 
Lord Roberts' task is very nearly done. 
There will be desultory fighting for some 
time to come. The enemy show signs 
of prolonging resistance of a guerlfTa 
nature. They have plenty of courage, 
and are much influenced by ignorance 
of the real nature of the change that 
has been forced upon them. /They are 
islow to believe that under British rule 
they will be safe to carry on their usual 
avocations, and doubtless very many of 
them fear banishment, if taken with 
arms in their hands. The work of paci- 
fication will bo difficult, and may occupy 
tiome months, and it may be necessary 
to take very strong measures to convince 
the rebels that their duty is to accept 
the fortunes of war. The operations 
around Ladybrand, where it is said that 
2,000 Boers gathered, show that very 
little dependence can be placed upon 
the oaths of those who have made sub- 
mission. It is almost impossible that 
after Prinaloo's and Olivier's surrenders 
there can have been 2,000 fighting men 
left, and therefore it seems probable 
that many of those, who had previously 
submitted and given their sworn promise 
not to fight, have taken the field again. 



FEDERAL POLITICS. 

The Times suggests that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier may be too British for Col. Prior 
and Mr. Earle. It is hardly necessary in 
Victoria to defend Messrs. Prior and 
Earle from any aspersions upon their 
loyalty to the Britisli crown and their de- 
motion to the interests of the Empire. Hut 
speaking of the nttitude of the Conser- 
vatives and Liberals respectively to- 
wards the Mother Country, may we ask 
the Times if it remembers the phrase: 
"Not that ho loved Caesar less, but tluit 

that he loved Rome more"? 
The Conservative party yield to none in 
their devotion to the Sovereign and thu 
Flag, but at the same time, they claim to 
have, and to have exhibited in the past, 
greater love for Canada than any oth- 
ers. They have been none the less Brit- 
ish because they have been more tnilji 
Canadian than their political opponents. 
In saying thus we do not wish to re- 
flect upon the patriotism of the Liberals. 
We are stating what is simply an liis- 
torienl faet when we say that the Con- 
servative party attracted to itself the 
greater part of those who believed in the 
future of Canada. It is the descendant 
and heir-in-law uf the party which car- 
ried Confederation, anil thus cemented 
British rule on this continent and made 
a Dominion of imperial dimensions pot 
sible. We have no desire to deprecint 
in any degree the part which the Liber- 
als have played in developing Canadian 
sentiment and Imperial unity, but think 
no reasonable man, who knows the facts, 
will dispute the proposition that the 
greater part of this honorable work was 
done by ilie Conservatives. 

The Times thinks it sees a disposition 
on the pait of the Conservatives to di- 
rect attention in the forthcoming contest 
specially to local matters. It does not 
me in matters of local politics, but those 
■questions which come most closely home 
lo the people of British Columbia. Is 
not this right? Who will look after the 
interests of the people of British Colum- 
bia if tiiey themselves do not? Surely wo

are more concerned with federal issues 
of a local nature than with the bicker- 
ings of Eastern politicians, who seem to 
imagine that the world has not moved in 
a Quartet of ■! century. Wo Tegard it 
to be the bouudeu duty of the people of 
the West to force U'e*teru issues to the 
front during t'l camprigu. Let us in- 
struct our representatives to press for 
our interests at all t lines. Why should 
tli ? Times be averse to the contest being 
run on local issues? Its party h>ia been 
in power for four years and has been 
.-.hie lo do jes' what it wished. Surely 
if it had done its duty to British Colum- 
bia it would welcome a struggle on lo- 
cal issues. The Tunes knows quite well 
that only disappointment has attended 
the policy of the Liberal party in this 
province, iiiul hi'.'ioa is is more than anx- 
ious to have the campaign run on issues 
about which the voters here know little 
and earo less. 



CAPTURE OF ROD HILL. 

To the ordinary layman the story of 
how Rod Hill was captured is not pleas- 
ant reading. We have been congratulat- 
ing ourselves on the notion that Esqui- 
mau was impregnable, and perhaps it is, 
but it is not agreeable to learn that, if 
the conditions which existed on Monday 
occurred in actual warfare, one of the 
principal defences of the naval station 
would have fallen into the hands of th 
enemy. There is no use in saying that 
these conditions are not likely to happen 
again, for every condition is possible in 
warfare, and it is not reassuring to 
know that the first time a supposedly hos- 
tile force attempted to surprise the im 
portant battery at Rod Hill it was suc- 
cessful. 

We do not profess to know how mili- 
tary authorities ought to act under sue! 
circumstances, but we know how a news 
paptr man would be treated if he made 
a bungle of an important assignment. 
He would be given to understand that he 
would have to learn his business better. 
The lesson of the South African war is 
thai the books on military tactics an- o 
very little service. There was a tim 
when war was a sort of game. It was 
conducted on much tin' same lines us a 
tournament. It had its rules, which 
were adhered to very strictly. If one 
leader did a certain thing, the other 
did something else. If he departed from 
the established order he was deemed a 
sort of barbarian. The Continental 
orals objected to Napoleon because he 
disregarded all rules and traditions for 
the handling of armies. There is only 
one rule that is worth regarding now- 
adays, namely, that you must take the 
enemy as you find him. Everything else 
is governed by this, and the additional 
fact that you can never tell 
with any certainty where you 
will find him. A writer in the 
London Times said, a few days ago, that 
the South African war had shown con 
clusively the inadequacy of the Britisli 
.plIiceT to the conditions of modern fight- 
ing. For a dash ngainst any sort of odd 
for desperate resistance against over 
whelming numbers, for courage, endur 
ance ami soldierly qualities, the British 
officer has 110 superior, and, perhaps, no 
equal; but in the art of taking advan- 
tage of unexpected circumstances, he has 
much to learn. 

We attempt no criticism upon the cap- 
ture of Rod Hill. All we know is that 
it was captured. It seems as if some ex 
planation should be forthcoming from 
those whose duty it was to hold it. And 
the public have a right to the explan 
at ion. The public are paying for tho 
military establishment at Esquimnlt, and 
have a right to know if it is up to the 
mark, and if it is not, what the reason 



THE PROPOSED COMMISSION. 

The legislature has authorized the ap- 
pointment of a commission to examine 
into the working of tile laws relating to 
mining and water rights. We under 
stand that the personel of the commis- 
sion will not be announced before the 
I'Tomior's return from California. It will 
be noted that the scope of the commis- 
sion's powers is dual, and sonic peopl 
will be of the opiuion that the least 
talked-of branch, namely, that relating 
to water rights, .is the more important of 
the two. Oar mining laws are pretty 
good as they stand. Undoubtedly some 
amendments are needed, but nothing that 

very radical. A great many pers 
in British Columbia are quite familiar 
with mining and are competent to su, 
gest amendments to the laws relating 1 
that industry, but on the subject of water 
rights we are all very much in the dar 
The scale of charges is a subjeel upon 
which it is necessary to have some light 
cast. It seems clear that a hard anil fast 
scale, applicable to every water power, 
will hardly do. It is impossible that in 
many cases the same amount of horse- 
power can be developed at the same cost. 
It may happen that a very great amount 
of power may be obtained by a small ex- 
penditure in plant, while in ^another lo- 
cality, owing to tin 1 conditions of the 
country, a smaller power will cost more. 
At first sight it seems as if there should 
be some relation between the cost of tho 
power and the price charged for it. We 
mention this as one of tho subjects with 
which the commission will probnbly have 
to deal. if ' 

We do not .altogether approve jjjl the 
appointment of commissions to investi- 
gate matters which will form the subject 
of legislation. There is something in 
in the contention that the government is 
responsible for tho legislation of tho 
country and must take the risk of in- 
itiating it. It is also quite true that p 
legislature would not necessarily he hound 
by the report of any commission. Nev- 
ertheless there are times when such in- 
quiries as a commission can make nre 
desirable, and .we think thiit the present, 
is one of them, and Hint it is important to 



have competent men gather facts for the 
information of the government and legis- 
lature, and report them with such recom- 
mendations as they think proper. There 
is a lack of information upon both the 
subjects referred to the commission, or 
at least there is a lack of 11 compilation 
of such information in a shape that will 
render it useful to the government, the 
legislature and the public. Hence we 
expect that the commission, when ap- 
pointed, will be able to accomplish much 
good, and that experience will fully jus- 
tify the action of the government in ask- 
ing the house for the authority necessary 
in the premises. 

GERMANY IN CHINA. 

What does Germany propose to do in 
China? No one knows just how to 
answer this question, which is one of 
the puzzles of the situation. As every 
0110 remembers, the Kaiser talked very 
strongly of what ho proposed to do to 
revenge lib minister's assassination. 
Later it was reported that he had de- 
cided to adopt a more moderate course; 
but wo notice that Count von Wahlersee 
continues on his way to Pekin, notwith- 
standing the cessation of hostilities and 
the Russian proposal that all the allies 
shall go home. The Count would hardly 
be sent to China if it were not intended 
to place at his disposal an army of some 
magnitude, anil it is remarked in Ger- 
many that preparations to despatch a 
force uf 60,000 men or more to the 
Orient have not been interrupted. 

There is a growing opinion that Ger- 
many and Great Britain will act in con- 
cert, and that they have not the least 
notion of permitting Russia to work her 
sweet will in China. The attitude of 
the United States keeps people guessing. 
One of the difficulties of the government 
of that country is the uncertainty ap- 
parently inseparable from its foreign 
policy. That President McKinley would 
like to withddraw the United States 
troops from China may be taken for 
granted. It would be a strong political 
card at the forthcoming election to be 
able to say that, having established the 
security of American citizens in China, 
he had called the soldiers home. This 
may yet be done, hut our American ex 
changes say that the" orders to prepare 
for a winter campaign have not been 
countermanded, and that more ships of 
war are to be sent to the China station. 
These facts, taken in connection with 
Germany's attitude, render the outlook 
very uncertain. We are inclined to re- 
gard Russia's proposal to withdraw as 
only a ruse. It was made without any 
expectation that it would be accepted,, 
and when it has been declined, the reply 
of the Czar's government will probably 
be that, if the powers intend to remain 
in China, it will be necessary for Russia 
in her own interests to formally annex 
Manchuria. If this is done trouble will 
at once be precipitated, and Germany's 
course indicates that some such event is 
anticipated. 



The salmon industry. 

The Governor-General and Lady Minto 
visited S. A. Spenser's salmon cannery 
at Alert Bay and thoroughly inspected 
tho whole process of handling the fish 
Lady Minto paid particular attention to 
it throughout, even galling a salmon, 
and was struck by the cleanliness of the 
whole process. The visit was unexpected, 
therefore no special preparations had 
been made for it, and everything wns 
running just as it always is. This makes 
the value of Her Ladyship's testimony 
to the character of the work done very 
valuable. 

What was seen at Alert Hay on that 
occasion is just what can be seen any 
day during the canning season in any 
cannery in British Columbia. These 
establishments are engaged in putting up 
an excellent food product, and consum- 
ers may rest satisfied with the assur- 
aneo that it is packed in excellent man- 
ner, with every regard to cleanliness and 
sanitary conditions. 

UNFAIR "CRITICS. 

AVe observe in a London weekly de- 
roted to Canadian interests a letter con- 
cerning the British Columbia govern- 
ment, in which tho Dunsmuir govern- 
ment is described as a " stop-gap," and 
the suggestion is made that nothing 
much need be expected from it. The 
letter is anonymous. We suggest that 
no paper ought to print letters of this 
naituro. If any person entertains views 
as to political conditions in this prov- 
ince, which he thinks ought to be laid 
ljefore the Britisli public, he at least 
ought to sign his name to his effusions, 
not only as a guarantee of good faith, 
but in order that people in British Col- 
umbia may be able to judge of his abil 
it y to form an opinion of any value, Wc 
have found, as a rule, that people who 
print opinions of others over a nom de 
plume are rarely of a class whose names 
would add anything to what they say, 
and this may be the reason why they 
shield themselves behind an unsigned 
letter. Editors ought to exercise a good 
deal of care in printing such letters, for 
harm may bo done by them. 



The British Columbia Mining Review, 
of London, says a cable has been la ill to 
Vtlin and Telegraph Bay. This Bort of 
thing is inexcusable. If papers, which 
profess to keep the British public In- 
formed on British Columbia subjects, 
cannot get nearer the facts than this, 
they had better leave the work to some 
one else.

This week's oft-adjourned meeting of 
the city council was held last night. On 
Monday evening the celebration of 
Labor Day had interfered; Tuesday 
night there was not a quorum, hut last 
night business was resumed. After the 
reading of numerous communications 
and reports, the consideration of the- new- 
revenue by-law was again taken up and 
several clauses were passed. Of these 
the most important was that affecting 
the business licenses, where a most sub- 
stantial change was made in the putting 
of all businesses, wholesale and retail, 
on a like plane and imposing a uniform 
tax of $10 per annum. To the section 
introducing the bicycle tax a good deal 
Of opposition was manifested, with the 
result that this much-discussed measure 
was defeated by C to 2. 

Aid. Hall, Cooley, Yates, Stewart, 
Brydon, Cameron and Kinsmau wen) 
present, together with Mayor Hayward, 
Clerk Dowler, City Solicitor Bradbuni 
and City Engineer Topp. 

The city clerk read the minutes of the 
previous meeting, which were then 
adopted, as were also minutes stating 
why there had been no sessions on Mon- 
day or Tuesday nights. 

Before proceeding with the business ot 
the meeting. Mayor Hayward placed on 
record his thankful recognition of the 
assistance lately rendered in the- civic re- 
ception tendered to Lord" and Lady MTnto 
by all the citizens, and in particular by 
the members of the City band, the Fifth, 
Regiment band, Mr. F. Victor Austin, 
the choir and amateur orchestra; Mrs. 
Janion, for a solo; the B. C. Electric 
Light Co., the Colonist, the Times, the 
police and fire departments, the civic offi- 
cials, and Messrs. Hitt Bros. It was 
probably not generally known, he ex r 
plained, that the latter (Messrs. Hitt 
Bros.) had provided the pyrotechnic dis- 
play on this occasion at their own cost 
ami charges. Such, however, was the 
case. They had waited on him and ex- 
pressed their own disappointment regard- 
ing some of the fireworks exhibitions of 
the earlier season, and had made the. 
offer to provide the display of last week 
of their own accord. It was all thu 
more noteworthy because of its excel- 
lence, of which Lord Minto had himself 
spoken. 

Ho then read the following letter from 
His Excellency:

From It. L. Fraser, M. D., of the 
Jubilee hospital, inviting the council to 
visit that institution with a* view of 
authorizing certain improvements. This 
was accepted, and a day therefor will 
be arranged. 

From J. L. Itaymur, water commis- 
sioner, informing the council that it 
would cost $S0 at least to put water 
connections into Mrs. Shanks' house, 
while the revenue therefrom would bo 
but 60 cents per month. 

Messrs. Cooley, Williams and Cameron 
spoke in favor of undertaking the work, 
and on the question being put it was 
decided to go on witli it as soon as the 
department could do so. 

From Sanitary Inspector Wilson, re- 
garding a Chinese wash-house on Hill- 
side Extension, rej>orting that the build- 
ing was unfitted for its purpose, and 
recommending that it should be de- 
stroyed. 

Aid. Stewart thought that they should 
go slow in the matter, and that nothing 
should be done until the city solicitor re- 
ported on the legal position, as it wis 
outside of the fire limits. Referred "to 
the solicitor. 

From E. C. Johnston, market superin- 
tendent, reporting the collection of 
S;i48.i)0 as market fees, and recommend- 
ing that as S7(!8 had been collected from 
the market stalls in the past four years, 
some additional stalls should be erected. 
Referred to the market committee for, 
report. 

Two bundles of tenders were then laid 
upon the table. These were all yet seal- 
ed. The ones for police clothing were 
referred to the purchasing agent and the 
finance committee, while thoso for the 
hauling of coal and the supply of wood 
for the pumping station were opened 
forthwith. They were as follows: 

From F. II. Lindsay, of 55 Third 
street, for hauling the coals from the E. 
& N. railway station, $1 per long ton. 
For providing and delivering cordwood, 
100 cords, at the rate of $3.50 per cord. 

From Peter Hansen, for hauling the 
coal at 95 cents per ton. 

From Josiah Bull, for cordwood, to be 
delivered, 100 cords at $2.00. 

Aid. Yates was about to move that one 
of these he accepted, when Aid. Cam- 
eron suggested that the tenders should 
not be accepted now, as he understood 
that the tenders were only wanted in or- 
der to assist in ascertaining whether coal 
or wood should he adopted for use at the 
pumping station, and the matter was 
stood over acordlngly. 

A report was then presented from the 
committee regarding the wiring of the" 
street lighting and fire alarm systems*. 
These systems needed separate inspec- 
tion and repairs, as the breaks in either 
case, through a storm, might lie expected 
to occur at the samp time. It was moved 
that the charge of the lire alarm 
ystem be vested in the lire department 
and that for this Mr. Hutchison be re- 
tained in an advisory position only, but 
that he should have sole control of the 
wires of the lighting system. Adopted. 

The Toport of the finance committeo 
was then adopted. This recommended 
the payment of accounts for the past 
month to the extent of $2,923.52. These 
were passed in the usual way. 

Aid. Yates' motion was then reached. 
It was as follows: 

"That a special committee he appointed 
to confer with the city solicitor to en- 
quire into and report, as to what would 
be an equitable adjustment between the 
corporation of the city of Victoria and 
the owners of property on Broad street, 
of the cost of extending the Bnid 
street." 

The mover thought that, while one suit 
to enforce the amount of this cost, which 
had been charged against the adjacent 
property, had been entered and was still 
in progress, it must be recognized that 
the city was responsible for a part of 
the cost, and he hoped to see a fair and 
equitable arrangement reached. 

Aid. Cameron thought the motion 
somewhat premature. They should wait 
until the law suit was ended, and not at- 
tempt to hnmper their solicitor. He had 
been instructed to sue. and this motion 
looked very like [in attempt 'to effect a 
mnVomise behind his back

ue> tho city should bear a portion of. the 
cost of the opening -up of the street. 

■Hits Honor considered that if a com- 
mittee should be appointed they should 
be very careful not to commit tho city 
to anything that would weaken her posi- 
tion.

Aid. Yates said that he was not re- 
flecting on the city solicitor.

He could cot hut think that it looked as 
though the council wus deserting its so- 
licitor. 

The Mayor thought that all wore about 
agreed that the city should meet a por- 
tion of the bill, and he thought that the 
appointment of such a committee might 
lead to a speedy settlement, besides sav-

-cached. Aid. Yates inquired why in the 
case of restaurant-keepers invidious dis- 
tinction was made against whiskey. 
These people were to be allowed to sell 
ale wine or porter, but why could a 
hungry. man not have a glass of whiskey 
with his meal. 

To this Aid. Kinsman replied that it 
would spoil the meal. 

Aid. Yates did not think it would. Tn 
fact it was a decided improvement. 

Aid. Kinsman considered that it would 
make mere saloon-keepers of the pro- 
prietors of these restaurants. People 
would make the meal tTie excuse and so 
keep nipping. There were lots of people 
who wont to a saloon for their lunch as 
it w.i*. 

Tlie suction was, however, adopted 
without amendment, the alderman being 
informed that this was the wording and 
practice in England. 

Over the business tax quite a discus- 
sion arose. It was proposed to make this 
uniform and only $10. 

Aid. Stewart complained that this 
tax was only found here. It did not 
exist in the rest of the province, nor even 
further east. Tt was sometimes quite a 
hardship. Houses with branches in 
different places found ir burdensome, 
and sometimes it prevented the estab- 
lishment of their branches in this c'it, 
especially in the case of the $100 tax for 
wholesalers. 

Aid. Cameron recalled that it h'nd 
caused much trouble in years past. Last 
year the council had almost decided to do 
away with it. Flo thought that it had 
the effect of driving people away, or at 
any rate keeping them from opening up 
businesses here. At one time nearly 
100 houses paid this tax in Victoria, but 
from various causes they had dwindled 
down to about a score. In other places 
somewhat different systems were tried. 
Taxes on the value of stocks, floor taxes 
and others had all been tried, but with 
no better success. If the present law 
were carried out it would include 400 at 
least.

WOMAN IN MEDICINE. 



The following paper read before the 
Woman's Council is by Mrs. H. Macken- 
zie Cleland, M. D„ C. M. Licentiate of 
the Royal College of rhysicians and 
Surgeons, Edinburgh, and of the Faculty 
ot Physicians and Surgeons, Glasgow; 
member of the British Medical Associa- 
tion. 

By right of inheritance the care of tho 
sick is woman's province. Through all 
ages it has been the wife, the mother, 
the daughter, the sister who performed 
the duty of nursing the sick; always dis- 
playing courage, patience aud enormous 
powers of endurance, and ministering to 
their needs with all the tact, tenderness, 
gentleness and loving sympathy which 
characterize every true woman. 

How much moire helpful then must he 
the woman physician, who with ull these 
qualifications, combines an understanding 
of "The meaning, iuevitableness, and 
loveliness of natural laws," cultivated 
powers of observation, a knowledge of 
diseases, their causes and preventatives, 
and the power to remove or relieve suffer- 
ing. Her influence must necessarily be 
far-reaching, as in the exercise of her 
professional duties she diffuses something 
of her personality amongst those who are 
thus dependent upon her. 

A review of the history of medicine de- 
monstrates this central idea. The earli- 
est authentic records all show the well 
recognized status of women physicians: 
300 B.C., in Athens, Agnpdice won fame 
as a physician; and in Imperial Rome wo- 
men were According to law placed upon 
the same footing with men professionally. 
Pliny often quotes women physicians, 
and Galen more than once does them the 
honor of adopting their prescriptions. 
Coming to the eleventh century, we find 
many women renowned, not only for 
their skill in healing, but for their medi- 
cal learning. Trotula of Rugerio had an 
European reputation, and practised as a 
physician in Salerno, and was the author 
of numerous treatises on subjects ranging 
over nearly the whole field of medicine. 
Dorothea •' Bocelii not only received the 
degree of doctor, but was made the pro- 
fessor of medicine at the famous univer- 
sity of Bologna. Since then two other 
women have been professors of medical 
subjects in the same university; but the 
fame of those learned women lias been 
eclipsed in our own time by Professor 
Oattaui, whose name is associated 
with that of Professor Tizzoni 
in the discovery of tetanus anti- 
toxin. We also read of women gradu- 
ates from the Moorish universities and 
other women physicians who won dis- 
tinction in their profession in various 
parts, of Europe before the middle ages. 

In the general mental, moral, and edu- 
cational eclipse that shrouded all Europe 
during this period, women as usual suf- 
fered the most; and with the revival 
springing from, the Reformation, while 
their position was vastly improved, yet 
when society was again established on 
tinner ground, the advanced position held 
by women in former times was forgotten, 
and for a long period ensuing, her condi- 
tion as an inferior— (the result wholly of 
a turbulent state of society), was gener- 
ally, but wrongfully, held to be her true 
one. 

In due time, education, agitation, and 
the natural evolution of a high order of 
civilization produced an improved condi- 
tion, and with the dawn of the nine- 
teenth century we find women again in 
the forefront of modern thought, and 
among other things demanding the restor- 
ation of equal educational facilities. The 
battle has been a long one— hard fought, 
and nobly won; and to-day we look upon 
the onward movement in a!! civilized 
countries for the higher education of 
women, as one of the distinctive notes of 
the latter half of the nineteenth century. 

Naturally a more ready response to 
the appeal of women was made by the 
younger communities, lees weighted with 
traditions and customs; and the first 
Women's Medical College was opened in 
Philadelphia in 1850. The first to admit 
women to medical education, and the 
first to recognize the equality of women 
with men in the scientific study of medi- 
cine. In 1S5IJ Dr. Blackwell opened the 
New York Medical College for Women. 
Some years later the University of Paris 
opened its doors to the medical examina- 
tion of women, St. Petersburg following 
its example; and so one after another the 
time honored seats of learning in the 
older countries have been removing the 
barriers, and welcoming women to their 
lecture halls and degrees; until now no 
degree desirable in any of the great 
schools of medicine is withheld. 

It is not at all surprising then that 
hundreds of women are availing them- 
selves of their privileges. In Edinburgh, 
since the Royal Infirmary admits women, 
the finest clinical teaching is received, 
and there are about two hundred women 
students — a still greater number at the 
London schools; besides those who study 
at Dublin, Glnsgow, Leeds, Manchester 
and other small schools. In America, 
John Hopkins, the most exacting, best 
equipped, and the most advanced medical 
college on the continent, has a large class 
of women attending, besides numbers to 
be found at many of the other well 
known medical schools. In this respect 
Canadian women are peculiarly favored. 
In Toronto, the literary and educational 
centre of Canada, and three great univer 
sitics, Trinity, Toronto and Victoria, con- 
fer their degrees in medicine upon women 
The Ontario Medical College for Women 
which has been in existence since 1883 
being in affiliation with the above named 
universities, makes it . possible for women 
to receive the very best educational and 
professional advantages Canada affords. 
Every year sees an increasing number of 
graduates from thus college for women 
many of them reflecting credit upon thi 
school by the fine standing they take a 
the university examinations, frequently 
even distancing the men — thus proving 
not that they aro more clever than theii 
brothers, but that they devote themselves 
earnestly and conscientiously to this 
work, losing no opportunity for improve 
meat. Huxley, referring to the examin 
ations passed' by students from the Lou 
don Medical College for Women, said 
"There are hundreds of women, who have 
(ho capacity and power trf do the work 
of the medical practitioner just as well 
as it is done by the majority of their 
brothers"; and as a matter of fact many 
of our women physicians of to-day are 
1 attracting attention by the brilliancy of 
their careers, th.is demonstrating beyond 
question the fitness and ability of women 
for the profession. The British Medical 
Association, admittedly the foremost aud 
most influential medical body in the 
worhi, recognizing this fact several years 
ago, admitted women as members; and at 
their annual meetings many of these 
women read creditable papers, and take 
an able part in the discussions; aud it is 
a matter of rejoicing that some of the 
other learned societies aro exercising an 
equally liberal policy, thus extending to 
women physicians every opportunity of 
becoming acquainted witli tho observa- 
tions and opinions of the most active 
workers in the various departments of 



zation progresses, their work unfolds and 
extends. The mission fields are supplied 
with especially qualified women, amongst 
whom are many clever surgeons. In In- 
dia the Countess of Dufferin's EV'nd has 
been the meaus of educating numbers of 
young women in medicine, many of whom 
are natives. Over two hundred hospitals, 
eqHipped aud supported by this fund, are 
officered by these women. Native Chi- 
nese and Japanese women have also 
proved their ability in this line, and are 
practising medicine successfully amongst 
their own people. Women are receiving 
positions in laboratories where their deft- 
ness and skill in the delicate manipula- 
tions of research are so highly valued. 
In London the new hospital for women is 
entirely officered by women. On the staff 
are tho distinguished Mrs. Garrett An- 
derson, M.D., to whom English women 
are so deeply indebted for the profession- 
al privileges they are enjoying to-day; 
and Mrs. Scharlieb, M.D., M.S., a wo- 
man of exceptional skill, sharing honors 
with many of London's famous surgeons. 
In Edinburgh the efforts of Dr. J. Blake 
have resulted in the establishment of a 
similar hospital. Dublin is equally for- 
tunate; and the women physicians of 
Toronto are hoping soon to enjoy the 
same advantages. Women physicians are 
now appointed as assistant medical offi- 
cers in hospitals for women, hospitals for 
children, asylums, etc., and some few are 
holding the responsible position of chief 
officers in these institutions. During the 
Spanish American war a woman pliysi- 
ciaa received the appointment as. officer 
in entire charge of the examination and 
assignment to duty of all the women 
nurses in the army. In Germany and 
some parts of the United States, women 
physicians are appointed as the health 
inspectors of schools; and in Russia wo- 
men hold many public offices— some in 
rural districts being the public health of- 
ficers — and why not? 

Public health is now one of the impor- 
tant branches of our medical education, 
and it is one of the encouraging features 
of the present time that an intelligent in- 
terest is being taken in the subject by 
people generally, who are becoming more 
anil more concerned with it in everyday 
life. Naturally this is a work for which 
women doctors are peculiarly fitted, cen- 
turies of domestic occupation in which 
the woman was the housekeeper ami 
health officer of the family, having bred 
in her an instinctive love of order, clean- 
liness ami beauty; and as a physician she 
does not lose that mate desire to make 
her surroundings pleasing and attractive. 
Her sphere of influence oa public life 
may be daily expanded by extending the 
art (of which she has such special know- 
ledge!, of making the home orderly, 
healthful and beautiful— to circles far 
beyond the home— and in this way she 
becomes a great factor in "ordering, the 
comforting and the beautiful adornment 
of the state"; and in this progressive age 
when prominence is given to women's 
work, socially, intellectually and scienti- 
fically the comparatively few who aro 
not willing to accept .the idea of woman 
in the professions, must soon realize that 
thev are wofully behind the times, and 
that the judgment of this, the now era, 
differs from theirs. It is quite true noth- 
ing lifts us into a more serene atmos- 
phere for ourselves, or endows us with a 
larger opportunity of being useful and 
agreeable in our own small world, than 
genuine independence of thought and ac- 
tion governed by good sense; but in the 
practice of medicine, women meet many 
disturbing elements and discouragements. 
Ignorance, prejudice and distrust are 
their chief enemies— met alas too fre- 
quent.lv amongst, the women who profess 
to be enthusiastic advocates of woman s 
advancement:— consistency to their prin- 
ciples could be so beautifully expressed 
by showing in a tangible manner their 
appreciation of the efforts and sacrifices 
of the woman physician, whose sacred 
mission yields precedence only to the 
church— in extending, especially to the 
young practitioner, that practical en- 
dorsement and recognition for which she 
so often hungers, and which is so much 
more encouraging than an unlimited 
amount of abstract eulogy. 



PROTECTING THE 

GAME IN MAINE 





The Result of Having Efficient 
Wardens— Object Lesson 
For Farmers. 



From Outing. 

Maine is the chief moose-hunting field 
in the United States, and the principal 
autumn resort of Eastern sportsmen. 
Those after lesser game year by year 
find it increasing numbers and a widen- 
ing habitat, and the hunters' camp and 
the fisherman's canoe stud the land and 
waters further and wider as years goes 
by with year. 

These results are effect of wise laws 
well administered, and the lessons to be 
drawn from the steps taken by Maine to 
insure her sporting reputation are preg- 
nant with value to many other States. 

The great army of those- interested in 
the work of the game warden divide 
naturally into two irreconcilable and an- 
tagnostic bodies, the sportsmen and the 
poacher; both of them, curiously enough 
interested in the maintenance of a good 
stock of game and fish. One body re- 
quires it because it tends toward the 
common weal through the preservation 
and restoration of health, and because it 
ministers to the pleasures of thousands; 
the other body requires it so that they 
may minister to their individual purses, 
at the expense of the public. 

In the beginning of the struggle be- 
tween these elements there was no gen- 
eral check. The state was indifferent, 
excepting so far as the poacher trespass- 
ed upon, and injured, or destroyed, the 
private property in game or fish which 
some wealthy man owned as a preserve 
IFe for the protection of his own rights, 
employed game-keepers, just as he might 
have employed watchers of his poultry 
yard. 

There was a strong popular feeling 
against the private game-keeper, based 
on some reasons and many prejudices; 
but one thing may be said in his favqi-, 
lie was effective within his limits; he was 
skillful in the knowledge of his business 
and faithful in the performance of his 
duties. 

In due course of time the State awak- 
ened to the necessity of protecting its 
wild game, outside the reservations, and 
the fishes of its rivers and lakes. To this

end, restrictive laws were pessed, and the 
State warden was called into legal exis- 
tence. But where tho individual reser- 
vationist had succeeded the State failed, 
because the private owner employed his 
wardens for their fitness, zeal and re- 
liability, and the State appointed theirs 
because there were votes to be gained 
thereby — in other words politics ruled. 

Theresult is written wide and deep on 
the public records. In such an unequal 
contest tho State was sure to lose, and 
Maine threatened, notwithstanding all 
its laws and good intentions; to be de- 
nuded of its game and left naked and not 
ashamed. 

Fortunately, all this has been ehauged, 
and in no place is the warden system of 
America new better illustrated than in 
Maine. In that State of big game and 
gamy lish, wher thousands of sports- 
men go each year, and where the amount 
of fish and game killed yearly is constan- 
tly increasing, the amount of poaching, 
illegal killing, and market, hunting is 
rapidly decreasing, and soon will be prac- 
tically stopped. 

This is the result of the effort of 
capable and efficient wardens, appointed 
by a commission in charge of the depart- 
ment of fish and game in Maine, un- 
hampered by politics and free to select 
men, be they red, white, or black, Repub- 
lican or Democratic, so long as they are 
convinced that they are honest and ca- 
llable. 

The good results are seen on every 
hand in Maine. A few wardens do now 
an amount of work which formerly re- 
quired thrice their numbers, anil the fish 
ami game are better protected than ever 
in tbe*State's history, as public records, 
and all sportsmen who visit Maine, will 
attest. 

Remarkable as have been the results, 
it is still more remarkable that the first 
practical step toward the present method 
was made so recently as the year 1890, 
when Chairmen Carleton, of the Commis- 
sion, who had just received his appoint- 
ment decided to break up the conditions 
that had prcvailedat Bangor, the centre 
of ai! railroad lines leading to and from 
tho big game districts, . 

For years it had been well-known that 
the market men there were shippiug out 
great quantities of deer, moose, caribou, 
and partridges to Boston and New York, 
but no noo had ever been able to stop 
them, it was well known, too, that many 
doer were being taken out of the State 
contrary to law. To stop this Mr. Carle- 
ton was determined, ami so well was this 
work effected that within six weeks the 
market-men were though atemptiug to 
ship game, for a large number had been 
before the court and paid lines for their 
violations, while the others, though they 
had escaped detection, had had consider- 
able game seized which had cost them 
much money, The wardens had also 
prosecuted a number ot railroad men en- 
gaged in taking deer out of the game 
country to sell, and matters in the twink- 
ling of an eye almost, by efficiency and 
honest effort, began to take on a different 
aspect in Baugor. 

Fortunately in Maine the wardens had 
by law already the right to search any 
and all baggage, express or freight mat- 
ter, which they had reason to believe 
had game concealed in it. It was this 
authority that they used. They made 
ry sportsman who hud game on the 
trains from the country identify it — not 
that he had to pick out his particular 
deer, but he had to show that he wa 
there, going through with the game 
When a deer was found for which no 
owner could be located, it was seized and 
sold, the proceeds going into the fish and 
game fund of the State. While one war- 
len attended to this, the other' .went 
through all the baggage, and seized every- 
thing of a contrabrnud nature. In that 
manner they soon had every man who 
went into the woods impressed with the 
fact that it would be useless to attempt 
to take game' out of the State contrary to 
law. 

'I lie new wardens then made, and do 
now, frequent visits to the railroad and 
teamboat freight sheds, carefully exam- 
ining any suspicious packages. In this 
way they soon secured the necessary evi- 
dence to break up the shipping of game 
by the market-men for once a lot of game 
was found, it was comparatiely easy to 
trace it back to the market from which it 
started. In this way the trouble soon 
Btopped, for though they did not succeed 
in finding the shipper in every case, yet 
the seizuro of a few lots broke the mar- 
ket-man'e heart, and he quit the game- 
shipping business. It no longer paid, 
and "pay" is the poacher's corner stone. 

The present wardens are all exiierieuc- 
ed woodsmen and guides, and have been 
tppointed because of that and of their 
known desire to protect game. During 
the summer months they travel through 
and through the hunting and fishing re- 
gion in their canoes, making long journ- 
eys of from 150 to 200 miles. They 
work in pairs, and they know the coun- 
try through which they travel as well 
as does the ordinary man the streets of 
his home city. In winter they snoeshoe 
many hundreds of miles, dropping down 
upon lumbering camps at the most unex- 
pected times to see that this class of peo- 
ple do no illegal killing. 

Naturally the wood wordens meet the 
gnidtw and sporting-camp keepers, and 
by pointing out to them the interest they 
have in the protection of fish and game 
they have made most efficient allies. Un- 
restricted killing means the depleting of 
the forests of Maine of their game, result- 
ing in sportsmen staying away. There is 
an excellent example of the value of this 
missionary work by the warden in Wash- 
ington county, which used to be the 
greatest county for poaching and unlaw- 
ful shipping in the 'State. Now the guides 
down there do everything in their power 
to break up the business, and they have 
succeeded. 

That the work of the wardens is bring- 
good results is shown by tho reports 
received from all sections of the State, 
There are more deer in the State to-day 
than ever bfor. Even counties where 
there hav bn no deer for twnty years 
report the presence of game.

Eleven wardens were era- 
ployed regularly; and in fines alohe in the 
year ISO',) they collected $2,637, a pret- 
ty fair indication at this late day of what, 
would have been happening if the laws 
had remained unenforced. Though per- 
haps that is not entirely a correct view, 
for if that condition had continued to ex- 
ist, even the poacher's ocupation would 
have gone, for very lack of game and 
fish.

Mission to Kano 

Interesting Account of a Place 
Little Known to the 
World. 



An African Market That Is One 
of the World's Won- 
ders. 





From London Express. 

Reuter's representative has had aa in. 
lorriew -with the Rev. I; A. E. Richard- 
son, a member of Binhop TugweU's expe- 
dition to Kano, who was ejected from 
that city by the King and who had just 
arrived in England. Despite this re- 
buff tho mission cannot be described a a 
a failure, seeing that as a result of it 
Bishop Tugwell and nine uiembern of his 
party have built a station and dispensary 
at Gierko, apoint 400 miles iu the inter- 
ior, where they are now working pending 
■j. more favorable opportuuity again to 
visit Kano. Tho progress of tho English 
travellers into the far interior caused con- 
siderable excitement, and along the whole 
route travrsed by theui horsemen were 
met travelling with all speed towards the 
headquarters of Kontagora, who styles 
himself king of the Soudan, with hews 
o£ the white men's movements. Speak 
iug of this portion of the journey, Mr. 
ICichardson said: — "When wo reached 
Uga, 11 days' march from Jebba, w 
found the place full of Wotshishi warriors 
slave raiders, who had lied from the last 
named place on the approach of the Bri- 
tish. The chiet of Uga was very angry 
with us, refused r-> put us up for th 
night, turned us out of his town, and 
linally had us conducted to a rocky water 
less desert. King Kontagora had sent 
instructions to Uga that we were uot to 
be actuai h molested, as he was not theu 
ready to attack the British. Afterwards, 
however, wo learned that he had des- 
patched a message to General Lugard 
that, as his people had got in the harvest, 
they were quite prepared for the British. 
On arriving at Zaria we were informed 
that Captain Williams, with 120 of the 
West African frontier force, had had an 
encounter with these people.. Captain 
Williams, it seems, who was in command 
ot Woshishi, had gone with 20 men arin- 
od with rifles, but without" any machine 
fun, to demand the neighbouring chief 
tho surrender of a man who had stolen 
a girl. Finding the city gates closed, he 
tent an ulitmatum that unless tho cul- 
prit and the girl were given up within 
hoi C-an-hour he would burn tho pluce. 
To his surprise the gates were opened 
unci 300 horsemen charged down upon 
tho British force. This, it was subse- 
quently learned, was a force of Kon- 
tagora's cavalry which had been sent out 
against the British. Captain Williams 
lit once ordered his force to form square, 
and his handful of men gallantly with- 
stood no less than 20 charges of the horse- 
men, who were finally beaten off, being 
unable to endure the British lire. Then 
Captain Williams burned tho place to 
the ground." 

The chief opponents to civilization in 
thia part of the world are, Mr. Richard- 
son says, the Emir of Sokoto, the King 
of Kano, and King Kontagaro. All of 
those aro more or less openly hostile, but 
probably if Sokoto were dealt with the 
others would become more friendly. Tho 
yearly payment in the form of gifts 
which was made to the Emir of Sokoto 
by the Niger Company has not been con- 
tinued by the Imperial Government, and 
quite recently the 'Emir flatly refused to 
allow the erection of a British telegraph 
line. 

Describing Kano, itself, Mr. Richard- 
con said:— 

"As in all other Hausa towns there 
was nothing to be seen from without, 
save the bare exterior of a great wall 
40 feet high. Round the wall is a moat 
eight feot deep. The porter at the gate 
did all he could to prevent our entrance 
but we succeeded iu reaching a shady 
place just inside, wher wo awaited the 
arrival of horsemen to conduct us into 
the inhabited portion of the «ity. We 
rode up the stt.ep pathway which led over 
the moat to the tdty gate and entered a 
Htrong tower which protected the massive 
wooden door, well covered with strips of 
iron. Two huge beams of wood rested 
agates* the wall. These are nightly 
.propived against the door to prevent en- 
trance into the city, for Kano's gates 
have neither lock nor key. rom within 
the city we. aro able to observe that the 
walls were enormously thick at their base 
but thinned off to the beradth of a foot 
near the top. From the inside it was easy 
to scale tho wall, and a narrow pathway 
ran round some three feet from the top. 
Even within the walls not a bouse was 
visible. Nothing was to be seen but 
field upon field of cultivated land upon 
which the people rely for food in the 
event of a protracted siege. With much 
ceremony we wore escorted to our house 
which lay two miles away. We passed 
the celebrated rock, the Dala rock, sup- 



posed to contain gold, of which some 
fable exists that the day of the white 
man extracts gold that day the Kingdom 
of Kano shall perish. The houses are 
eplondidly made, although mud is the 
only material used there for building 
purposes and timber is exceedingly scarce. 
But. do not picture to yourself a mass of 
mud houses huddled together, filthy and 
unsanitary; Par from it; the house line 
broad thoroughfares. Most of the Kano 
streets contain wide level pathways on 
euch side, with a vast hollow stretching 
out between them from which the mud 
for building those houses has been exca- 
vated They are hollows, not steep pits, 
and are often as not cultivated. No im- 
portant house lacks shady trees flourish- 
ing in the courtyard, and thus the town 
has the appearance of a big beautiful 
garden, the red mud standing out in strik- 
ing contrast against the green foliage. 

''The market is enormous. There aro 
many markets, as may well be imagined 
in a city of some 100,000 inhabitants, 
but tho great market is one of the won- 
ders ot the world. Almost anything can 
bo boughc there; sugar Is. per lb., cot- 
ton cloth, leather, needles, crockery, 
tinware, dyes, lime, charcoal, meat, 
slaves, camels, horses, food of every 
variety, including tomatoes, wheat 
(which is grown near Kano), tamed ga- 
zelles, uud'hynoas, wild cats, birds— 
srytliitii; and cerytbuig. The money 
of lb" country stUI the cowry shells, 
of which the king sent us 400,000 as a 
present, but the Mnrf i Theresa dollar is 
taken, and the grt-at men gladly buy 
up any quantity of gold and silver 
coins, for the Hausa is an adept at 
working in s'lver and gold. The city is 
lo gates (which uie always closed at 
sunset) and is some twelve or 14 mill's i'l 
circumference. On the w hole it lies four 
yard, and every house is guarded by an 
square, but some of thewalls are a little 
irregular. With intelligent deferuVr^ 
in would be a difficult city to capture 
for after effecting an entrance the as- 
sailants would have to storm each court- 
yard, and every house is guarded by : 
SO-foot mud wall. 

"For two miles our procession march 
through the city until we reached a lar 
cool house. The third man in the king- 
dom, known as the Maaje, was deputed 
to look after us, while his chief steward 
guided us in matters of detail. We were 
told that we should see the King on the 
next day, and were left alone. ~ On the 
following morning we rode out of the 
city with a mounted escort six miles to 
Faniso, where the King was living in 
one of his country houses. A terrific 
din, caused by the tiring of guns, the 
beating of innumerable drums, and the 
blast of penetrating three-noted trumpets, 
revealed our proximity to the palace. We 
then had to wait for three hours iu a 
mud hut until the King should deign to 
see us, but at last ameseeuger came to 
take us into the royal presence. The pal- 
ace, a splendid specimen of mud archi- 
tecture, was a mass of people, and the 
courtyards were crammed. While we 
stood in the Judgment hall, which was 
thronged with well-dressed men squatting 
on the floor, suddenly all the instruments 
of music burst forth, our umbrellas were 
snatched from our hands, and we were 
hurried into the King's audience chamber 
i splendidly bnilt room 30 feot square. 
iVt the far end, on a rich red dais, was 
seated tho King, wearing a black rawni, 
which covered .everything but his eves. 
Ho is said to bo about 30 years of age, 
and to be quite white, but lie is more 
probably copper-colored. Round the 
King were seated his courtiers in com- 
pact rows, attired in magnificent cos- 
tumes of green,, red, i and other hues. 
We were seated on tho mud floor. Dur- 
ing the audience, which lasted ton min- 
utes, the King scarcely deigned to notice 
us, and occasionnly he made angry ges- 
tures. Despite every explanation he re- 
fused to allow us to remain in his town 
unless we had written permission from 
the King of Moslems, the Sultan of So- 
koto. Although pressed to do so, the 
King refused to allow us to remain pend- 
ing the receipt of this permit, telling us 
that wo could go and live anywhere, but 
not in Kano. So ended a very stormy 
ten minutes. Three hours after our re- 
turn to our hut the Maaje came to us. 
He looked very serious, and said, 'Yoeii 
are allowed three days in which to do 
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your business. On the third day yoti 
must go or take the consequences.' " 

The party rode buck to Kano, where 
they found that owing to the rumors cur- 
rent there of their fnte, the carriers had 
become alarmed and had fled. The King 
extended his permission for tho mission 
to remain seven days, but absolutely" re- 
fused to again see any of them.' The 
townspeople too, spread rumors of the 
coming fate of the travellers, and terror- 
ized the remaining carriers, threatening 
that their throats would be cut. Finnlly 
on the morning of tho seventh day, the 
mission left Kano, after sending a final 
letter to the King recounting the objects 
of the visit. The Kings of the various 
towns on the return journey were in- 
structed to give the travellers goats' milk, 
etc., but they returned all presents, suy- 
that it was more than their heads 
were worth to accept them. A month 
after the Englishmen had left Kano 
news reached thern that the Maaje had 
been Beverly dealt with for. showing too 
great favor to tho strangers, and that: 
his steward, who bad been so useful to 
the bishop nd his party, had been taken 
to the market place and executed.

TUB LYTTON DREDGE. 



Fifteen Hundred Cubic Yards of Gravel 
Moved Every Hour. 

From Inland Sentinel. 

Mr John Cobledick, manager of the 
Cobledick New Zealand gold dredge, on 
the Fiaeer near L-ytton, reports that the 
dredge has been in operation for the past 
month and that he is more than satisfied 
with the results attained. The dredge is 
in operation every hour of the twenty- 
four the men working three shifts. Every 
twenty-four hours 1,5U) cubic yards of 
gravel is taken from the bottom of the 
stream and passed over the treating 
tables. This may not. appear a large 
amount, at first sight, but when it in un- 
derstood that this means in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,0<>0 tons dead weight, and that 
during the day over 10,000 tonn of water 
are need in the Washing process, it will 
be evident to anyone that the working of 
the dredge is an undertaking of great 
magnitude. 

Mr. Cobledick says the mechanical 
part of the dredge is perfection, but that 
owing to the complicated nature of the 
gold saving apparatus some changes will 
be made from time to time a* the neces- 
sity in demonstrated. It is possible to 
move the entire dredge from side to side 
of the river (which is 1,000 feet wide) in 
five miuutes. 

Operations will be continued as long 
ns the weather will allow, which may be 
all winter. The only dilllculty in the way 
of winter operation will be frost, which 
would not allow the free passage of wat- 
er over the treating tables. Gold is now 
being brought to the surface and recov- 
ered in encouraging quantities and there 
U» little doubt but that when the experi- 
mental stage has been passed the dredge 
will be a good paying proposition.

The September sitting of the Full court 
began yesterday morning before Justices 
Walkem, Drake and Irving. Chief Jus- 
tice McColl was not present, being ex- 
pected this morning.

IN CHAMBERS. 

In yesterday's Chamber court, which 
was taken by Mr. Justice Drake, probato 
was granted of the will of John Medivi- 
drlck. An application made on behalf 
of the B. C. Land & Investment Agency, 
who sought to restrain Henry Christian 
Wulf from transferring the license of the 
Dawson hotel to William Jensen or any 
other was granted. The plaintiffs, the 
B. O. L. & I. Agency, as owners of the 
hotel property in question, claimed that 
under the lease to Mr. Wulf, he was pro 
hibited from sub-letting and that In ef 
footing a temporary transfer to Mr. Jen- 
sen, which had been done a short time 
since he had overstepped his rights.

THE MIOCENE MINE. 

Senator Campbell Tells of the Work 
Already Done and the Prospects. 

Prom Ashcroft Journal. 

A letter received at this office from 
Senator Campbell describes the present 
condition of the Miocene mine. The 
letter is written from Harper's Camp, 
Horsefly, under date of- August 24. He 
writes: 

" I was very well pleased with the 
prospect we got in our first upraise from 
the 550-foot level, but was satisfied that 
we were not in the main channel; this 
proved later to be the case. After ex- 
tending the main tunnel 100 feet from 
the first upraise and where we got our 



raise. In this we broke through all of a 
sudden into a tremendous, fine body of 
gravel; the water and gravel came 
with such a rush that the men were 
driven out and couldn't get into the up- 
raise again. It had to be bulk-headed 
to prevent the tunnel flooding; only a 
very little of tho gravel could be secured 
from this. It allowed well in gold. 
We then started a drive from lloor of 
main tunnel, with the intention of strik- 
ing the gravel at another point, but 
when in about 25 feet and still in bed- 
rock, the upraise broke in afresh and 
flooded us, so we were compelled to pull 
out. 

We were not surprised at this; In 
fact, we expected to be flooded at any 
moment. At the snmo time we hoped 
to be able to determine the extent and 
value of the bottom gravel without hav- 
ing to instal a pumping plant for hand- 
ling bedrock water, for the reason that 
we did not know how much of a plant 
would be required to handle it. 

Of course wo would have liked to ex- 
plore it some more before stopping, but 
I am well satisfied now that we have a 
very rich and extensive mine here, and 
as soon as the company decides upon 
what kind of a plnnt to put in, work 
will be resumed. 

" The exploiting of this deep, ancient 
chnnnel has proved to be much greater 
than at first anticipated, but I never 
once believed for a moment that the bot- 
tom of this immense chniuiol could be 
otherwise than very rich. Being the 
first to sink on it, we had to feel our 
way without knowing the depth or what 
would be encountered. We have also 
had two very unfavorable seasons for 
t'.iis kind of work; the continuous rains 
have kept the roads in an impassable 
condition and made it almost impossible 
to bring in machinery and supplies. " 

'"If your new government can only 
cause zero to come at once, business may 
proceed, and it will save time anil 
money and trouble trying to make roads 
where it is next to an impossible lETTig 
to^do. 

"The community can rest assure^ 
that there is plenty of gold here in the 
Horsefly channels, and they will bo 
worked very extensively. It is a big 
proposition opening them up, but it will 
be clone." 



THE LABOR QUESTION. 

Situation at Rossland Dwcussed by War 
Eagle Vice-President. 

In an interview published in the Ross- 
land Kecord a few days ago, Mr. T. G. 
Blaekst.ock, vice-president of the War 
Eugle and Centre Stur uiiuiug com- 
panies, is reported as follows ou the 
labor question: 

"There are lots of thing3 I'd like to 
talk about," was Mr. Blackstoek's greet- 
ing to the Record representative. "For 
a period it was thought expedient to re- 
main silent on seme matters of import- 
ance here, nnd say nothing concerning 
the management of the War Eagle and 
Centre Star, but in my opinion the time 
for plain speaking has arrived, and it is 
not only permissible but necessary that 
our views should be known by this com- 
munity of miners and merchants. 

"We have no quarrel with the miners' 
union or any other combination of 
workers. I do not believe in attempting 
to light labor organizations, as it is a 
one-sided contest from the start. The 
situation, as we found it up to a certain 
point last year, was a perfectly intoler- 
able one, and we will never submit to it 
again, no matter what the result may 
be. Our expenses had grown out of all 
proportion to the results attnined, nnd I 
believe that it was quite true that we 
had become the laughing stock of all 
mining men owing to the mistaken 
course we adopted. For the future, let 
me tell you plainly, the mines will be 
worked upon tho strictest business prin- 
ciples, and in favor of the shareholders. 
Do not misunderstand me; we will pay 
good wages to good men, but we will in- 
Bist that the wages paid (ire earned, J, 
am not making any extrnviiguui state-, 
merit when I sny we detlnitelv ascer- 
tained during the period complained of 
that ninny of. tho men only really worked 
□nc-thji-d of their time, nnd it became 
simply impossible to carry the load thus 
imposed. Consequently we wero obliged 
to close down as we did. 

" I hope such a state of things Vill 
never exist again; but," added the 
speaker, with a good deal bf warmth, 
" if they ever doj wo will close down 
and remain closed down for so long that 
when we do start up ngain there will be 
no fear of further trouble. I wish it to 
be distinctly understood that this is not 
a threat, but an intimation of what we 
will be compelled to do. During my 
visit 1 have found a most decided im- 
provement, and 1 believe and hope ft 
will continue. We have many good 
miners under contract, earning high 
wages, and there Is a great change for 
the better in many other respects."

YOH-FEI. 

How a General of China Was Dealt 
With Eight Centuries Ago. 

At this present, when China and Chi- 
nese politics are nt the fore of discus- 
sion, it may give us food for thought if 
we lift the curtain of some eight cen- 
turies back and tell how conspirators 
were dealt with in those old days. To 
the west of Hangchow, on a rising 
ground overlooking a beautiful and pic- 
turesque lake, is a small building, the 
gateway of which Bhuts off the tombs of 
a brave general and his no less cele- 
brated son. The circular mounds, es- 
pecially of the sire, is some SO feet in 
circumference, with a height ot 15 feet. 
The son's is much smaller. Marble 
figures in double row, much defaced by 
age, lead up to the resting place of Yoh- 
Fei and son. On each Bide of the 
gateway are stone cages, in which are 
placed iron figures, male nnd female, in 
each cage, on their knees, iu n suppli- 
cating attitude, looking in the direction 
of the tombs. I am indebted to a mis- 
sionary gentleman of the Church of 
England for mnny particulars of this 
great General Yoh Fei, and my notes 
say that in the first y'onr of Kaou-tsung 
JA. D. 1127) of tho Sung dynasty, Yoh 
Fei. with Wong Yan and other mar- 
shals, eleven in all, were under the or- 
ders of Tsoang So. The infantry had 
just then crossed the Ho to Sln-licnng, 
but the troops of the Kin Tnrtnr being 
numerous and powerful, Yen was afraid 
to. advance. 

Yoh Fei nione led the troops of his 
command to battle 'took the great stand- 
ard with ea*e, no his soldiers vicing with 
each other In martial fury, and presently 
recovered Sin-TTenng. Thereafter he 
beat the men of Kin in Kwong-te, Tsin 
An, nnd other places, and won merit in 
every action. In the tenth month of the 
fourth year the Kin people suffered Tsin 
Kwei to return (to Hangchow). In the 
second month of tho seventh year, Yoh 
Fei, being seven foos north of the Ho, 
and west of the capital, was advanced 
to the rank of thae-wei. Fei in his 
youth was under the orders of Tsin (i. e., 
Ohang Tsin). But now, his rank being 
the same as Tsin's, the latter conceived 
a grudge against him. In tho fifth 
month of the tenth year he obtained an 
edict directed to Le Yaou Hen, to order 
Fei to disband his army. Fei having 
given the enemy a great beating at Yen 
Chin, had sent his son Yun with the 
cavalry to cut them up. In the inter- 
calary fifth month, nt n place called 
Choo-Seen-Chen, Fei received the edict 
to disband. In one day envoys bearing 
the official tablets of the Twelve Golden 
Characters came and degraded Fei to be 
a mere Foo-sze. 

Tsin Kwei was now pressing negotia- 
tions for peace (i. e., with the Kin), ainl, 
fearing that the Choo-'fsenng (marshal) 
would be hard to restrain, he wished to 
take over the whole of ids military com- 
mand. This was the reason of the or- 
dinance. In the ninth month he (Tsin 
Kwei) got an order to throw Yoh Fei 
into the great prison, and with Chang 
Tsin and Muh-Che-See, devised plans 
for his death. In tho eleventh month 
the treaty of peace was concluded, and 
Tsin Kwei putjto death the shaou-pavu, 
Ken-Moil), foo-sze, Wno-Chang Kung. 
Yoh-Foi, and destroyed Yun nnd Chang 
Hcen (son and son-in-law of Yoh) in the 
common market. The treachery of Tsin 
Kwei was discovered, and Sung Hsiao 
Tsung. son of Kaon Tsung. is said to 
hfWC decreed the honors to Yoh Fei nnd 
son. and disgrace to Tsin and his accom- 
plices. The Tai Ping rebels who seized 
Hangchow, in anger decapitated the iron 
figures, whoso mutilated images lay 
about the court. Fresh cages with iron 
figures were re-enst in 1805 and replaced 
in their position. The Kin or Kin Tar- 
tars were the ancestors of the present 
Mnnchus. They overran the north of 
China ns far as tho Yellow river during 
the Tsung dynasty, nnd nt length drove 
flic Sung emperors (two of whom became 
their prisoners) across the Yangtse to 
Hangchow, where they held their court 
at the time of Yoh. After a lime the 
Mongol or Western Tartars wore invited 
to expel the Kin. which they did; but 
instead of re-establishing the Sung, first 
mndo themselves masters of North 
China (Cathay) nnd afterwards drove 
the Sung family from Hancchow.

VERY "WARM SYMPATHY.

It was an unfortunate day for Canada 
when Mr. Tarte was placed in control of 
the department of public works, the 
greatest spending department of the 
Canadian government. It was unfortu- 
nate because Mr. Tarte is a man with 
ptfoftigal ideas of expenditure. "Wait 
till you see us next year " was his reply 
to protests against extravagance. But 
when Mr. Tarte went away ou sick leave 
he was succeeded temporarily by Hen. 
William Mulock, postmaster-general 
bungler. 

"1 William" proved himself a worthy 
successor. Lest any of the ravenous, 
ones among the faithful should be by 
their own negligence overlooked in the 
distribution of spoils, Mr. Mulock sent 
out to the Grit lea'dors in the variomj 
constituencies a confidential circular to 
this effect: 

"My Dear Sir, — During Mr. Tarte's 
absence I have been requested to take 
charge of his department for him, and it 
would be of great service iu enabling me 
to take up his work if you would meet 
me at your earliest convenience with 
reference to the following subjects: 

" 1. For what works in your constitu- 
ency has there been a parliamentary 
vote? 

"2. Have these works been begun? 
If so, in what state of progress are 
they? 

"3. If not begun, what is your advico 
as to whether they should be begun? 

" 4. Are you asking for provision being 
made in the supplementary estimates for 
(a) new works; (h) carrying on or com- 
pletion of works already authorized or 
begun? If so, what are your views (a) 
as to sum required; (b) as to what work- 
should be performed? 

"5. In case of any work not now under 
contract, but authorized by vote of par- 
liament, please stale whether you ad- 
vise its being carried out by contract or 
by day labor." 

Thus wore the constituencies deliber- 
ately debauched by inviting the expendi- 
ture of public monies. Mr. Tarte set a 
good precedent by handing out a dredg- 
ing contract to the editor of an obscure 
Grit weekly newspaper in Ontario and 
to a notary public in Quebec, nnd these 
were but specimens of the jobbery of 
the pure Grit administration. Tt'lias 
been going on continuously, and it is not 
surprising that (he honest men in the 
<T.t party have revolted against such 
work.
